Note August 3 on your calendar. Itis a day which symbol- 
izes the spectacular successes that highlight the growth of 
Black businesses. Paradoxically, it also shows us how far 
we must go to achieve parity in our economic endeavors. 

Since July 27, Columbus has hosted the 66th annual 


~ convention of the National Beauty Culturists’ League, the 
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national body of Black cosmetologists. More than 3,000 
delegates have experienced the opportunities Columbus 
has to offer, and will have left more than $1 million in the 
city by the time the last gavel slams on August 3. 

The cosmetology business is one of America’s best 
example of how Black people can keep the rotation of 
dollars in the Black community. All over America, the same 
transaction is occuring: a Black man or woman goes to a 
Black cosmetologist, who has bought his or her products 
from a Black-owned and operated hair care company.

Black businesses are, indeed, a diverse lot. One can go

facturing companies. Black companies make the sausage 
and fry it in the pan.

Black people has been described as, “the white man's iceis’ 


- always colder.” So, Black people buy their ice from some 


white distributor, and that struggling Black entrepreneur-- 
and those Black people who work for him--get left in the 
cold. 

August 3 is thus an opportunity to correct those failures 
-by focusing on the sutcesses of Biack businesses. 

Likewise, Blacks should support fhe Black Business 
Expo as a program which is of Black people, by Black 
people, and for Black people. 

itis time to build on those strengths so Blacks can shape 
an economic community which is increasingly self- 
sufficient. August 3 is a good day to start that process. 


Applauding a Black’s success 


It’s official Cincinnati City Manager Sylvester Murray is 
leaving the city to.take the position as City Manager of San 
Diego, California. Murray, a native of Miami, Florida, was 
the first Black City Manager in the history of Cincinnati, 
and he left his mark. He will be missed in the Black com- 
munity of this town. 

‘When Murray first came to Cincinnati from a similar posi- 
tion in Ann Arbor, Michigan, the city was feeling the effects 
of several major confrontations between the police and 
individuals in the Black community. 

At the same time that Murray was solving the police 


problems, he inherited an Avondale neighborhood that at - 


one time was a thriving Black community. The riots of the 
1960's left the community an eyesore and only a shell of its 
former self. Murray made Avondale his first priority relative 
to neighborhood redevelopment. While in office, Murray 
had all the delapidated, burned out and abandoned buiid- 
ings torn down. In their place has came redevelopment 

in other areas, the Cincinnati Convention and Visitors 
Bureau credits Murray, among others, for the expansion of 
the downtown Convention Center and the increase-in the 
number of Black conventions that have come to Cincinnati. 

Murray ran the day-to-day operation of the city through 
his administration, and his successes are numerous. The 
Call and Post applauds Murray and wishes him success in 
his new venture.

ficiencies.

Dealer charged that the Medical . 


Board, which is comprised of two 
public and nine practitioner 
members,) has been lax in disci- 
plining wayward doctors; held 
secret meetings to address com- 
plaints; allowed physicians with 
serious_d prob- 
pelt bg etdinnrand 
permiitted.gther.doctors' who have 
been convicted of felonies to con- 
tinue to function. 


A study released by the New 


England Journal of Medicine in 
March, 1985 showed that Ohio 
ranked 40th among the 50 states, 
the District of Columbia and 
Puerto Rico in disciplinary action 
against doctors in 1982. Its ratio, 


0.9 physicians disciplined per 
1000, outranked only Pennsylva- 
nia among the neighboring states. 
In contrast, the State of Florida, 
which has slightly more physi- 
cians than Ohio, disciplines more 
than eight times the number of 
physicians Ohio does. 
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According to Thompson, his 
special committee, which was 
appointed by House Speaker Vern 
Riffe, has already heard testimony 
from various physicians, allied 
health professionals, and other 


practitioners.

of medical boards in.Kentucky, 
Missouri, Colorado and Oregon, 
which have “good operational 
medical boards,” so his committee 
can pick up some ideas on how 
the Ohio board should be restruc- 
tured to meet the public's needs.

Boost Black college attendance rates 


President Reagan recently 
pointed to the fact that Black col- 
lege attendants more than quad- 
rupled since 1960 as an example of 
the great strides made by Black 
citizens. 

The steady rise in Black college 
graduates and people with some 
college training had a ripple effect 
as well--leading to a bigger Black 
presence.in managerial and pro- 
fessional and technical jobs for 
which .a college education is 
necessary. 


But the high point in Black col- 
lege attendance was reached in 
1975,-when-some studies_sug- 
gested that the proportion of Black 
high school graduates entering 
college was about the same as the 
proportion of whites. 

Even then, those figures should 
have been examined more criti- 
cally, since higher percentages of 
Blacks dropped out of high schoo! 
and of those who graduated, 
higher percentages went to com- 
munity colleges, not four-year 
schools.

What happened? 


Federal cuts in student aid are 
part of the reason.

Cuts in federal tutoring and 
counseling programs for disad- 
vantaged students also hurt. One 
estimate is that 50,000 students

get a typical chamber-of-commerce answer. 

“The opportunities (for Blacks) in Columbus are as great or 
greater than in many areas,” Christy says. 

Not all those who see a rosy picture for Blacks are looking at 
the corporate world through blue eyes, either. The corporate 
gatekeepers -- the equal employment opportunity officers 
(many of whom are Black) describe in glowing terms their 
employers’ efforts to hire and promote Blacks. 

From where these corporate spokes persons sit, the glass of 
opportunity is half full. But from where Jim Roseboro sits, the 
glass in more than half empty--and polluted as well. 

Roseboro, a former OSU football star and former Columbus 
city councilman, looks back with resignation, if not bitterness 
over a 10-year career spent with two of the largest corpora- 
tions headquartered in Columbus--Nationwide Insurance’ 
Company and Borden, Inc. 

“I came into Nationwide as a manager, and left a manager. | 
went into Borden as a director, and-left a director,” Roseboro 
stated. 

Roseboro, who has since left the white corporate world to 
work for a local Black-owned company, bemoaned the lack of 
opportunity for advancement at both Borden and Nationwide. 

“There was no place else for me to go (but out), because | 
sure wasn't going up,” Roseboro recalled. 

Frank Lomax, former president of the Columbus Urban 
League, has a unique view of corporate Columbus. From the 
outside looking in,-but a very close range, Lomax has seen 
great changes in company policies and heightened visibility 
for Blacks in professional and managerial positions. 

Yet Lomax still bemoans the fact that the major Columbus 
corporations employ only seven Blacks who have even the title 
of vice-president. 

Despite the Civil Rights Act of 1964, despite the Columbus 
riot of 1969, despite a history of change and ferment in Colum- 
bus and cities all over the north and south, Blacks in the 
corporate world remain mired in lower-paid, lower-status posi- 
tions than their white counterparts. The suits of power are 
profoundly white; the “ivory tower” is stone ivory, and Blacks 
usually don't get in unless they're emptying the ashtrays. 

This is not to say there has not been progress. Blacks have, 
Wr TEC ySuTs, Moved rapidly: inte-supervisory and middie- 
managament pasitionsin several locally-based companies, 
particularly in the banking industry. In the upper ecnerorts vi

management and the corporate board rooms, however, Atro- 
Americans are almost as rare as snow in Ethiopia. 

ITEM: At Nationwide, of the corporation's 80 top positons -- 
45-50 of which are vice-presidents--there are no Blacks. Of the 
580 top positions in the company (11 percent of its Columbus 
workforce), a mere 10 are Black. 

ITEM: At Worthington Steel, there has never been a Black 
vice-president in the firm's history. The highest-ranking Black, 
William Prillerman, came to Worthington Steel in its merger 
with Buckeye Steel. He is the affirmative action officer. ~ 

ITEM: At Lazarus--which declined to be interviewed for this 
series--no Blacks are serving as vice-preisdents, and few have 


managerial responsibility. 


ITEM: Of 236 employees in the highest equal employment 
opportunity category--officials and managers—at American 
Electric Power, only seven are Black, and none are 


vice-presidents. 


Out of all the senior-level positions in Columbus--and one 
bank, Huntington, alone has approximately 75 employees with 
the title of vice-president--only the “magnificent seven” dot an 


otherwise milky way. 


Neither is there much to discuss on the boards of directors of 
the city’s major corporations. One would think that, since 
these boards set broad institutional policy for the companies 
they serve, there might be some representation of Blacks. But 
here, too, the record of Columbus-based corporation is dis- 
mal. Only three Blacks: sit on corporate boards in Columbus 
--one each on the boards of Borden, Bancohio and American 


Electric Power. 


The numbers seem to paint a rather depressing picture: one 
of bright, eager young Black professionals entering on the 
ground floor, only to be trapped in the elevator before reaching 


the penthouse.

Burnside to benefit 
from $51M bond Issue 


By GILBERT PRICE 


Harvey Johnson Isn't one of 
the “oldtimers” in the far weet 
side neighborhood of Burn- 
side; he has only lived there 13 
years. 

But Johnson, President of 
the Burnside Civic Associa- 
tion, can speak for the long- 
time residents of the neighbor- 
hood — many of whom have 
lived there since the 1930s — in 
expressing their relief at a job 
completed. 

Finally, the neighborhood 
will get $500,000 worth of 
street improvements it has 
been seeking since its annexa- 
tion to the city in 1974. 

The improvement will be part 


of a $51 million bond issue. 


which was approved by 
Columbus City Council at. its 
July 29 meeting. 

According to Johnson, the 
125 residentgof Burnside, just 
off Sullivant Ave. and Demor- 
est Rd. in the southwest corner 
of the city, made a “trade-off” 
when they decided to become 
city residents in 1974. They 
gave up the snow removal and 
other services of Franklin 
Township to gain garbage 
removal and steet improve- 


> ments. 


But, despite their best 
efforts, half of the trade did not 
take place; according to John- 
son, the civic association was 
unable to get those in the city 
administration to be interested 
in their neighborhood. 

Johnson, who became pres- 
ident in 1980, began his peti- 
tion drive in 1981. The efforts 
began to reach culmination 


when, in ber of 1984, 
the Greater Hilltop Area Com- 
mission took an interest In their 
petition and began to push for. 
action In the city administra- 


tion. 

The $500,000 for the Burn- 
side area, which will be used to 
build sidewalks, install storm 
sewers, and lower the stréets to: 
reduce water runoff from the 
streets onto the residents’ 
property, will come from a $26 
million fund for street 
improvements. 

Other key parts of the $15 
million proposal include: 

— $3 million for street lighting; 
— $4 million for parks arid the 
Columbus Zoo; 

-- $9 million for fire stations 
and police substations; 
-- $3 million for refuse collec- 
tion and to fund a pulverizer. 

Loca! community groups, 
raised questions whether the. 
mayor's plan for spending the 
$51 million was slanted toward 
redevelopment of the city's 
northwest quadrant at the 
expense of inner-city neighbor- 
hoods. 

Columbus City Council 
President Jerry Hammond 
responded that “the mayor's 
plan is simply a plan,” and 
there remains “a great amount 
of flexibility” to restructure 
priorities within each class of 
improvements. 

-_However, Hammond stated 
that he had already begun to 
revise the plan to reflect 
increased dollars for streets in 
inner-city commercial areas, 
such as the Mt. Vernon Ave. 
corridor.
